A £23,000 grant that will 
enable a scheme to revital¬ 
ise Oswestry town centre to 
progress has been welcomed 
by councillors. 

Oswestry successfully 
applied for £23,804 from 
Shropshire Council, allow¬ 
ing it to continue the Mar¬ 
ket Town Revitalisation 
Programme it began last 
year. 

At Oswestry Town Coun¬ 
cil’s meeting on Monday 
councillors welcomed the 
news, and heard that there 
have already been some 
enquiries about using the 
funding. 

Oswestry town clerk 
David Preston, who was 
responsible for applying for 
the funding, said: “This is a 
substantial opportunity for 
the council to bring some 
life back into the town cen¬ 
tre. 

“We had £75,000 at the 
start of the project but we 
didn’t really get any appli¬ 
cations until towards the 
end of the funding period. 
Shropshire Council clawed 
back the unused money but 
we have now successfully 
applied to have it back to 
continue the project. 

“There are some expres¬ 
sions of interest already 
and they’re working with 
Shropshire Council’s busi¬ 
ness support team at the 
moment. They will then 
put forward a bid and that 
will go before a panel for ap¬ 
proval.” 

Authority's 
on track for 
improvement 

POWYS County Council is 
doing well in planning for 
improvement in delivering 
its services to the county, a 
new report has found. 

The council was presented 
with a positive Annual Im¬ 
provement letter, with no 
new recommendations for 
actions, by Colin Davies of 
the Wales Audit Office at 
a cabinet meeting held on 
Tuesday. 

The report covers the 
county council’s delivery 
and evaluation of services in 
2012-2013, its planning for 
improvement for 2013-2014 
and the Auditor General’s 
conclusion on whether he 
believes that the council 
will make arrangements to 
secure continuous improve¬ 
ment for 2014-2015. 


Ex-officer in sex abuse case is given 


A RETIRED police sergeant from 
Pant who subjected two young 
children to “vile” sexual abuse 
more than 40 years ago has been 
jailed for 12 years. 

Griffith Barker, of Primrose 
Lane, Pant, was told he will have 
to sign the Sex Offenders Register 
for life after he was found guilty 
of 23 offences involving attempted 
rape, indecent assault and inde¬ 
cency with a child in the 1960s 
and 1970s. 

Jailed - Griffith Barker Judge Alan Conrad QC, who 



heard the case at Liverpool Crown 
Court, described the 79-year-old 
as someone who presented himself 
as having had a successful career 
as a respected police officer who 
had received commendations and 
leading a happy life, but he had 
“a dark and terrible secret” and 
had persistently abused the two 
youngsters in a “most vile fash¬ 
ion”. 

He said: “You abused them for 
years and treated them as your 
sexual play things for your own 


perverted gratification. Most of 
your life you have lived a lie and 
the past has caught up with you.” 

The judge said he had to impose 
sentences according to the law 
current at the time and pointed 
out that the maximum for the of¬ 
fences was then lower than it is 
now. 

In impact statements read out 
by the victims before sentencing 
took place they told of difficulties 
in forming relationships in adult¬ 
hood and the inability to move 


12 years 

on with their lives because of the 
emotional trauma they had suf¬ 
fered at his hands. 

During his two week trial Nev¬ 
ille Biddle, prosecuting, said that 
he had abused the victims, who 
cannot be identified for legal rea¬ 
sons, in a “sustained and system¬ 
atic” manner. 

Barker, who was with Mer¬ 
seyside Police at the time of the 
abuse, had denied all the allega¬ 
tions and maintained that the of¬ 
fences never took place. 


COUNCILLOR IN 
RACISM STORM 


A SENIOR Powys councillor has been 
severely reprimanded for using an in¬ 
appropriate word in a cabinet meet¬ 
ing. 

Powys County Council Cabinet Member for 
Welsh Language, Councillor Myfanwy Alex¬ 


ander had to fight for 
(Wednesday) after 
using the ‘N’ word 
during Tuesday’s cab¬ 
inet debate about the 
health service provid¬ 
ed for Welsh people 
across the English 
border. 

Councillor Alexander 
made the comments after 
Powys County Council’s cab¬ 
inet was asked to contribute 
submissions to The Welsh 
Affairs Committee inquiry 
into cross-border health ar¬ 
rangements. The committee 
previously reported on the 
matter in 2009 and since 
then there has been increas¬ 
ing divergence between the 
healthcare systems of Eng¬ 
land and Wales. 

Councillor Alexander said 
she and a constituent called 
‘Meirion’ had both been told 
on trying to access services 
in England that their names 
are just “a meaningless jum¬ 
ble of letters”. 

Speaking during the 
debate, she said: “We are 
treated like n *****s over the 
border. Our language and 
culture is trampled on and 
it’s a very sensitive issue. 

“It’s not our fault that we 
don’t have a district hospi¬ 
tal.”

Councillor Alexander said 
on another occasion she had 
asked in hospital if a Welsh 
speaking nurse could say 
good morning to her father 
and she was told “that’s fine 
as long as you don’t mind 
your father being considered 
to be racist”. 

Council Leader, Council¬ 
lor Barry Thomas, said: “I 
have severely reprimanded 
Councillor Alexander and 
referred her for equalities 
training. I have also re¬ 
ferred the matter to the 
Public Service Ombudsman 
for Wales.”

“Councillor Alexander apol¬ 
ogised for her use of the 
word and said she was re¬ 
ferring to Maya Anjelou’s 
description of unfair health 
treatment in the Southern 
States of America and that 
no offence was intended.

First knife 
bank to be 
unveiled in 
city centre 

A NATIONAL campaign 
which was the brainchild of 
an Oswestry based company 
is to hold the official launch 
of its first knife bank. 

The British Ironwork 
Centre created the “Save a 
Life, Surrender Your Knife” 
initiative which will see 
the centre’s team embark 
upon a tour of UK cities to 
persuade young people to 
hand in their weapons in 
exchange for a hoodie or 
t-shirt bearing the campaign 
logo. 

Surrendered knives will 
be incorporated into a spec¬ 
tacular, 15-24 feet high 
angel sculpture which will 
serve as a tribute to those 
who have lost their lives to 
knife crime. 

The campaign team will 
unveil its first knife bank at 
The Hub, Perry Barr, Bir¬ 
mingham on August 22. 

The knife bank is the first 
of a number specifically 
designed by the centre for 
each destination on its tour 
of UK cities and will be per¬ 
sonalised to the city of Bir¬ 
mingham. 

The event will be attended 
by Birmingham community 
leaders, police forces and 
the “Save a Life, Surrender 
Your Knife” party alongside 
a number of families who 
have been tragically affected 
by knife crime. 

Three major police forces 
are backing the scheme.

UP TO 50 new houses will be build in a village near Oswestry after 
councillors granted the latest in a series of planning permissions for 
homes in the Shropshire countryside. 

The new development on the Whittington Road in Gobowen had been op¬ 
posed by the parish council which said it was backland development and did not 
fit in with local aspirations. 

Gobowen has been identified as a ‘community hub’ with about 200 new homes to be 
- built over the next 12 years. 


Village fun 
day aims to 
set record 

AFTER seeing record crowds of over 3,000 
people attend last year’s Churchstoke Fun 
Day, it is back and bigger than ever this 
year, with the event now running across 
two days, and organisers are hoping to top 
last years £43,000 which was raised for 
good causes. 

The event takes place at Harry Tuffins 
on Saturday and Sunday between 10am 
and 4pm. 

This year it kicks off early on Saturday 
when visitors have the opportunity to get 
together to enjoy an evening of perfor¬ 
mances from local artists such as Jonny 
Keeley and Sean Gaffney, both renowned 
musicians in the area. Rock covers band 
Rule No 1 will be headlining the event, belt¬ 
ing out a medley of hits from The Who to 
The Jam. 

The following day visitors can take part 
in activities such as go-karting and long 
bow archery tuition, as well getting the 
chance to try out more extreme opportuni¬ 
ties such as helicopter rides. There will also 
be a food fair, dog show, motorcycle display 
team and children’s entertainment. 

The event will raise money for numerous 
local charities and community organisa¬ 
tions and is made possible thanks to Roy 
and Ruby Delves, who permit the event to 
take place within the beautiful surround¬ 
ings of their country park. 

Last year’s Fun Day raised £43,000 for 
over 200 local causes. 


Objectors to the scheme for the seven 
acre site said that there would be enough 
land for development in the village without 
this one. 

However, a report to the north planning 
committee said that because Shropshire 
does not have its five year housing alloca¬ 
tion, little weight could be given to the cur¬ 
rent housing supply policy. 

Councillors voted in favour of the outline 
planning application which will include 
areas of public open space. It is the latest 
scheme to be given the go-ahead in the 
county despite concerns about over-devel¬ 
opment. 

The agricultural land backs onto the rear 
gardens of houses that front the Whitting¬ 
ton Road, opposite the Derwen College. 

In opposing the scheme the parish coun¬ 
cil said: “The entrance to the development 
is close to the Derwen College and the traf¬ 
fic generated from the new development 
will have a negative impact on students and 
local residents crossing Whittington Road 
to access the bus stop.” 

Supporters of the planning application 
said that there were a shortage of new 
homes for young people in Gobowen and 
that new residents would help support local 
businesses. 

Those objecting said that the scheme 
could set a precedent for other sites to be 
developed and was outside the development 
boundary. 

They were also worried about the 
amount of traffic the development would 
generate and the impact on the village pri¬ 
mary school. 

Council officer, Tim Rogers told coun¬ 
cillors that Gobowen had a sizeable range 
of services and facilities including shops, 
a railway station, bus service and employ¬ 
ment opportunities at the hospital, college 
and at care homes. 

He said that a government inspector had 
recently allowed another appeal in the vil¬ 
lage. 


Memorial gates restored

Work to restore an unusual war memo¬ 
rial in a Shropshire town has been com¬ 
pleted ahead of commemoration events 
to mark the centenary of the outbreak of 
World War I in the county. 

Expert contractors from the War Memo¬ 
rials Restoration Company based in Cardiff 
were called in to work on Oswestry’s me¬ 
morial, which is in the form of large marble 
plaques set into the town’s park gates. 

In the past six weeks the contractors re¬ 
placing the huge marble plaques which had 
become heavily stained over the years, and 
the monument has been cleaned, and the 
railings and gates repainted. 


Town mayor Councillor John Gareth 
Jones said he was very pleased with the re¬ 
sult of the work that had been done. 

“It’s looking very good,” he said. 
“They’ve done a very good job.” 

The original memorial was commemo¬ 
rated on December 31, 1921 by Brigadier 
General J V Campbell and was erected by 
public subscription. The names of those 
who died during the Second World War 
were later added to the back of the pillars. 

A civic service will be held in St Oswald’s 
parish church, close to the memorial on 
Church Street, on Sunday at 11am to com¬ 
memorate the events of the Great War.

Council to 
approve 
bandstand 
repairs 

MORE than £1,000 is like¬ 
ly to be spent on repairing 
a bandstand in a showpiece 
public park. 

Council bosses say two 
columns on the band¬ 
stand at Cae Glas Park in 
Oswestry have distress frac¬ 
tures. 

They say although there 
is no immediate danger to 
the public, the repair work 
does need to be done before 
the winter. 

Town council facilities 
manager Glenys Davies 
says in a report to council¬ 
lors: “Two of the cast iron 
columns on the bandstand 
have distress fractures in 
them. 

“Barrie Whitmore, archi¬ 
tect and building surveyor, 
was contacted for advice 
and he in turn asked two 
local blacksmiths for their 
opinions on what remedial 
action could be taken. 

“Following a survey of the 
columns it was decided that 
it was unnecessary to re¬ 
move the columns for repair 
and that four decorative col¬ 
umns be manufactured to 
clamp around the columns, 
one near the base, the other 
approximately two thirds 
the way up, to help prevent 
any further deterioration 
and to help pull the struc¬ 
tures back together. 

“The clamps could then 
be tightened incrementally 
over a 12 to 18 month period 
so as not to break or incur 
any further damage. 

“This also means they can 
be removed at a later date if 
any further restoration is 
considered necessary.” 

The report says two 
quotes have been given by 
two blacksmiths for the 
work, one at £1,150 and the 
other at £1,630. 

Councillors were being 
asked at a meeting of their 
amenities committee last 
night (Wednesday) to accept 
the quote of £1,150.

Anger at plans to close 
rush hour train service 


by lain St John 

MORNING rush-hour trains running through the heart of Shropshire 
are facing the axe - sparking anger among rail users. 

Arriva Trains Wales plans to stop running the morning service from Wrex¬ 
ham to Birmingham - which includes stops at Chirk, Gobowen, Shrewsbury 
and Telford - and a feeder service which leaves Shrewsbury at 7am and runs to 
Wrexham. 

It comes at the same time as passengers are being warned of amendments to timetables 
on the Chester to Shrewsbury line to allow for improvement work to be carried out which 
will see some journeys taking up to an hour longer and replacement bus service? in place. 

- Rail user groups have reacted with horror 

at the plans to cut services, which they say 
will affect commuters across the county. 
The issue was being discussed at a meeting 
of Oswestry Town Council’s amenities com¬ 
mittee last night (Wednesday ) after the 
proposals were brought to the authorities 
attention by campaigners. 

In a report to councillors, Sheila Dee 
from the Chester-Shrewsbury Rail Part¬ 
nership says it is being proposed to remove 
the “well used and long standing” morning 
commuter service from Wrexham through 
Shrewsbury to Birmingham. 

The train currently leaves Chirk at 
8.01am and Gobowen, Oswestry’s nearest 
station, at 8.07am, arriving in Birmingham 
New Street at 9.29am. 

Mrs Dee says: “Also removed would be 
the feeder service which leaves Shrewsbury 
at 7am calling all stations to Wrexham. 

“In its place they plan to have the cur¬ 
rent Holyhead to Cardiff service, which 
runs earlier, stop at Ruabon, Chirk, and 
Gobowen. 

“However this train runs to Cardiff and 
not to Birmingham and would require pas¬ 
sengers to start out 15 minutes earlier and 
wait for 20 minutes for a connecting train 
to Birmingham. 

“The Chester-Shrewsbury Rail Partner¬ 
ship and the Shrewsbury-Chester Rail User 
Group are most concerned at the impact 
these changes will have on passengers from 
this area and look to overturn these propos¬ 
als which are planned for implementation 
on May 2015.” 

The amendments on the Chester to 
Shrewsbury line will take place from Au¬ 
gust 2 to August 10 due to major track 
work being carried out by Network Rail as 
part of a £44 million Welsh Government 
funded project. 

They will see rail replacement bus ser¬ 
vices running between Wrexham General 
and Chester. 


Public sector 
staff planning 
fresh wave of 
_on pay 

STRIKE action by council %nd scnool sup¬ 
port staff will hit Shropshire again as part 
of continuing demonstrations over pay. 

The walkout, scheduled for September 
30, follows widespread disruption on July 
10 to councils, schools and fire services 
across the county. 

Unison announced its members were set 
to demonstrate again over a pay row. 

The action this month, by members of 
Unison, Unite and GMB, was over pay, 
after union members voted against accept¬ 
ing a one per cent pay offer. 

And Members of the National Union of 
Teachers, in a separate national dispute, 
also demonstrated over pay, pensions and 
excessive working hours, which has in¬ 
volved strikes and other disruptions to 
classroom activity since 2011. 

More than 30 schools across Shropshire 
and Mid Wales closed in the biggest strike 
since the start of a pensions dispute. 

The mass walk-out also forced the closure 
of tax and revenue offices, job centres, ben¬ 
efit offices, courts and driving test centres. 
Following the demonstrations this month, 
Unison affirmed that its “overwhelming 
priority” was to engage in negotiations 
with employers. 

But Unison’s head of local government 
Heather Wakefield said previous action had 
sent a message that council staff were “fed 
up and angry with being exploited”.

Dan Brown finds answer to 
his housing problem was 
just floating on the canal. 
DAVE MEAKIN reports 


TO MOVE out, or not to move 
out? It’s a question faced by 
many people in their early 20s, 
and, for a growing number of 
people in their 30s. 

High rents and the potential emer¬ 
gence of a housing bubble mean 
there are more people living in their 
parents’ house over the age of 30 
than any time in the past 50 years. 

For those single people on low or mod¬ 
erate incomes but desperate to leave the 
nest, ingenious solutions are required. 
Daniel Mark Brown, 27, from Oswestry, 
was lucky enough to find one - on a canal. 

“I was walking along the canal one day 
when I stumbled across a barge that was 
for sale,” said Dan. 

“A friend I was with jokingly suggested 
I buy it. I laughed but thought nothing 
else of it until getting home, when all of 
a sudden the idea started to make sense. 
Not long after, I made my mind up to 
go for it, and started saving and was 
soon able to scrape together the £11,000 
needed to buy. 

“I suppose it sounds like a lot of money 
but another way of looking at it would 
be, were I to buy a house, even a very 
small one, the amount of money I spent 
to buy my boat would barely cover the 
down-payment on a mortgage. 

“Plus I reckon it only costs me £1,000 
per annum for all my bills excluding food. 
That’s not bad. 

“Strangely, my energy bill actually de¬ 
creases in the winter. I have a log burner 
I fuel with wood I find lying around the 
side of the canal. Obviously I use it for 
heating the boat, but I can cook on it too, 


so my gas bill goes right down. 

Mr Brown’s choice of lifestyle is not 
altogether surprising. If current trends 
in home ownership, especially amongst 
the young, continue, more young peo¬ 
ple than ever are struggling to afford to 
leave home. 

Recent research now suggests that 
most people looking to enter the hous¬ 
ing market won’t do so until they’re in 
their early 30s, if they manage at all. 
In fact, the 2011 census showed home 
ownership amongst 25 to 34 year olds 
had dropped to 40 per cent, down from 
50 eight per cent in 2001. 

Decrease in home ownership amongst 
the young hasn’t been helped by pro¬ 
hibitive deposit prices, which have now 
reached a national average of £31,000. 
First time buyers living in the north of 
the country have things slightly easier 
in this respect, with a regional average 


of just under £16,000. But, to put this 
figure in perspective, that’s what Dan 
spent on buying his boat, with enough 
money left over to cover heating, main¬ 
tenance and mooring costs for five 
years. 

The Government’s help-to-buy 
scheme has eased the burden for some, 
as 85 per cent of people who apply for 
help are first time buyers. This, how¬ 
ever, does nothing to relieve the burden 
of a large mortgage, which many people 
face paying until their early 60s. 

It’s been two years since Dan moved 
into his aquatic home, otherwise known 
as Tilly, and during those years he 
hasn’t been idle. 

On top of holding down a part-time 
job in Sainsbury’s, Oswestry, the for¬ 
mer Marches School pupils has also 
published three e-books about his ex¬ 
periences on the canal - the third one 


being released early last month. 

“I published the book through Ama¬ 
zon via the medium of an e-book because 
it was the easiest way for me to get it 
onto the market,” he said. 

“Plus this way, I have full control over 
the book’s contents. So far it’s been well 
received and I’ve had a couple of five star 
reviews from readers on Amazon. 

“Fve always enjoyed writing, keeping 
a journal or a diary, that sort of thing, 
but my teachers never really encouraged 
me. One of my college tutors was espe¬ 
cially harsh. They gave me the impres¬ 
sion that getting a book published would 
be impossible. I guess that might have 
spurred me on.” 

The solitude and inspirational scen¬ 
ery may come in handy when writing, 
but Dan admits it’s not for everyone. 
“Most of my winters are spent around 
Chirk Bank, and in the summer I gen¬ 
erally travel between Llangollen and 
Whitchurch, stopping in marinas here 
and there along the way,” he said. 

“I suppose it’s not such a great place 
to live if you’re a social animal. It’s cer¬ 
tainly very hard for mates to pop in and 
visit if you’re moored up a mile from the 
nearest road. I’m not that into TV and 
I’m no internet addict, so there’s noth¬ 
ing I really miss about living in a house. 
My hobbies are cycling and walking, and 
I can do plenty of that on the canal. 

“Fortunately, I haven’t got into any 
sticky situations. But I do remember 
the first time I ever started Tilly’s en¬ 
gine whilst boating on my own, the 
warning lights started flashing, there 
was a whoosh sound and suddenly steam 
started pouring upwards out of all the 
gaps in the deck below my feet. I found 
out a pipe had popped off the engine. 
Luckily a nearby engineer put me right 
and sent me on my way. 

Dan’s canal boat series and other pub¬ 
lications are available on Amazon and he 
said there will be more to follow.

As we enjoy the glorious 
summer of 2014, watching our 
sports stars collecting medals 
at the Glasgow Commonwealth 
Games, news from foreign fields 
is desperately worrying. Inno¬ 
cent people are being killed in 
huge numbers every day. 

In most of these disaster 
zones, Britain seems near help¬ 
less to stop the slaughter. Even 
the United States, led by Oba¬ 
ma, seems unwilling to take any 
action. 

The crisis which my constit¬ 
uents are most engaged with is 
the shocking situation in Gaza. 
This is because our media has 
access to film and report from 
the front line - which is not the 
case in Syria, Libya or Iraq. 

Personally, I find it difficult 
to know how to respond to the 
anguish of those who contact 
me about Gaza. I start from the 
basic position that Israel has the 
right to defend herself, and not 
be obliterated. 

Of course, the position will 
look a lot different sitting in the 
safety of my Montgomeryshire 
home than it would if I lived with¬ 
in range of Hamas rocket fire. 

But the scale of the Israeli De¬ 
fence Forces retaliation seems 
disproportionate. Western diplo¬ 
macy must strive to bring an end 
to the cruel slaughter. We must 
pray that soon there will be an 
extended ceasefire. 

The death toll in Gaza is now 
well over 1000. But in the Syrian 
crisis it’s around 200,000, with 
perhaps many dying in poison 
gas attacks. In addition, about 
4,000,000 innocents have been 
driven from their homes. 

Bashar-al-Assad is an incredi¬ 
bly ruthless leader. Must admit I 
was quite shocked last summer 
when the West decided to do no 
more than wring our hands in the 
face of such horrors. Our weak¬ 
ness makes the world a much 
more dangerous place. 

Reports of the fighting in Iraq 
are also very shocking. The bru¬ 
tality of the fighters of the Islamic 
State of Iraq and the Levant (Isis) 
is beyond understanding. It’s 
possible that the entire Christian 
population, in the area where 
Christianity was born, will simply 
be slaughtered - just for being 
Christian.

DO I NEED SPECIAL T&CS TO SELL HANDMADE GOODS THROUGH ONLINE SHOP? 

Q: I have a bicycle repair and hire business in a tourist area which I set up two years ago after being made redundant. It has gone really well and I am now 
thinking of branching out into building tailor-made bikes. Due to the specialist nature of this I feel I would benefit from having a website that could promote the 
business far and wide. However, as I will be using photographs that won’t necessarily represent the tailor made products that people will be buying, I am wondering 
whether I should include any special terms and conditions of sale on my website? 

A: There are extra obligations on business owners who sell goods online and generally all goods sold must correspond with their description. As your bikes are 
handmade you should point out to the consumer that those shown may differ in appearance, colour etc. Photographs should carry a similar disclaimer. 

Providing accurate product information up front to consumers prior to a contract of sale being concluded is in fact a legal obligation, as is the requirement to inform 
them of the exact price payable, including any taxes, prior to delivery of the goods. From 13th June 2014 under the Consumer Contracts Regulations 2013 you 
must also promise to deliver the goods within 30 days of the order being placed and allow a 14 day cooling off period during which the consumer can cancel their 
order without reason and return the goods (at their own expense). 

If you fail to inform consumers on your website about their right to cancel their order/contract after receipt of the goods, the cooling off period is extended by an 
additional 12 months from 14 days. To provide yourself with better protection you should have a solicitor consider the terms and conditions prior to putting them on 
your website.

They do, quite 
desperately, need support in 
tackling TB in their herds, 
but that support needs to 
be centred upon better vac¬ 
cination and testing, better 
bio-security and better con¬ 
trols on cattle movements.

Former factory boss jailed 
over historic sex offences 


THE perverted past of a former factory man¬ 
ager caught up with him when he was jailed 
for five years for historic sex offences. 

John Sullivan, 64, of Ellesmere, was aged between 
18 and 23 when he molested young boys aged be¬ 
tween six and 11 at Llangollen in North Wales. 

Since then he had led a respectable life, was married 
with three grown up sons, did charity work, and worked 


at various jobs to improve 
himself and ended up being 
the manager responsible for 
200 people in a factory. 

But police knocked on his 
door earlier this year and he 
was arrested after a man, 
now in his 50s, disclosed to 
police what Sullivan had 
done to him as a child, Mold 
Crown Court heard. 

Police discovered that Sul¬ 
livan had been interested in 
motorcycles. That attracted 
children and he would show 
them the machines in a 
garage and offered them 
money to perform sexual 
acts on him. 

He also molested one boy 
in a park after taking him 
and his friends scrumping 
for apples, said prosecuting 
barrister Simon Mills. 

Sullivan volunteered to 
police that there had been 
a complaint against him of 
indecency with a boy of 13 
when he was in his 20s. 

Police found archived 
material which showed that

he had admitted what he 
had done to the NSPCC, 
but gave a no comment in¬ 
terview to police and no 
proceedings were brought 
at the time because the boy 
and his parents would not 
make a formal complaint. 

On Friday Sullivan was 
put on the sex offender reg¬ 
ister for life and an indefi¬ 
nite SOPO was made to curb 
his future activities. He was 
sentenced under legislation 
in force at the time - rather 
than today’s sentencing re¬ 
gime which would involve 
the rape of a child and far 
longer sentences. 

Judge Philip Hughes said 
the offences occurred over 
a three to four year period 
in the late 60s and early 70s 
when the defendant was in 
his late teens and early 20s. 

Sullivan admitted eight 
charges of indecency with a 
child and indecent assault.

Another scrape with death 
but Bramble survives again

THEY say that it is cats that have nine lives - but Bramble the horse 
has a few as well if his past record is anything to go by. 

Rescued from a Welsh farm in terrible condition, left fighting for his life sev¬ 
eral times during attacks of colic and battling through crippling joint problems, 
the eight-year-old shire horse has had a tough time of it. 

But not happy with numerous close shaves with death, Bramble was at it again last 
week when he toppled into a stream and almost drowned. 

- -—--- It was only the fast work of owners Liz 

Fouache and Dave Mewse along with fire¬ 
fighters and a vet which saved Bramble 
from death. Mr Mewse found Bramble in 
the stream next to the couple’s home at The 
Wern at Pool Quay, near Welshpool, and un¬ 
able to get out. 

Fire crews from Mid Wales and Shrop¬ 
shire were scrambled to hoist him out of the 
muddy ditch and it took hours before the 
horse was eventually pulled to safety. 

Miss Fouache, 67 said: “I have to admit I 
really thought he was going to die this time. 
We have been through a lot with him and he 
had a terrible start to life and he has gone 
through so much and this time I thought we 
might lose him. 

Miss Fouache, who keeps seven horses, 
said: “He was rescued from a farm in An¬ 
glesey and he was in terrible condition, very 
thin and very sad. 

“We have been advised in the past to 
think about having him put down. We 
looked after him and he has got through so 
much, a lot of colic problems and he has a 
lot of joint problems from when he was in 
Anglesey. 

“We have had him since he was eight 
months and he keeps going. He is a great 
horse.”

Trespassers 
on railway get 


police warning 


HUNDREDS of children and young adults - as many as 14 
a day - are risking their lives and those of rail passengers 
and staff every year by trespassing on railways, it has been 
revealed. 

The stark warning has been issued by the British Trans¬ 
port Police, which recorded almost 2,400 cases of trespass¬ 
ing across the country, of which almost 1,300 involved 
people aged 25 or younger, between April and June. 

Within the area covered by Shrewsbury BTP team’s 
patrol area - which includes Shropshire and parts of Mid 
Wales there were 14 trespass incidents within that time 
period. 

The number of trespassing cases has been dropping 
steadily in the area over the past four years, but more than 
100 were recorded in 2013/14. 

In 2011/12 here were 142 cases across the Shrewsbury 
BTP patch, in 2012/13 there were 100 and in 2013/14 there 
were 107. 

Police have said the lighter evenings usually show an in¬ 
crease in trespass cases, some of which include vandalism. 

In response over the coming weeks, under the banner 
of Operation Intruder, BTP officers will target trespassers 
at problematic locations around the country. Officers will 
carry out increased patrols in a bid to ward off would-be 
trespassers who think the track is a place to hang out or 
commit vandalism. 

Inspector Mark Jones, who is heading up the British 
Transport Police operation in Wales, said: “Children and 
young adults need to understand the dangers of the railway 
- that’s the message from British Transport Police as our 
officers spend the next two months targeting trespassers 
across the network.” 


Coroner confirms 
find to be treasure 


A METAL detector enthusi¬ 
ast made a dream find as he 
unearthed a late Anglo-Sax¬ 
on dress hook - the pair to 
a hook that had been found 
in a north Shropshire field 
in 2011. 

The second hook was 
found in a field near Prees 
on March 13 last year by 
Roger Price of Criftins, near 
St Martin’s, who said he 
had no idea what he’d found 
when he first uncovered it. 

“I didn’t know what it 
was to start with. I wiped 
some of the muck of and 
could see a bit of a pattern 
on it. I didn’t know there 
was another half to it until 
later on. 

“It’s very rare to find a 
matching pair, particularly 
in the condition they were 


Mr Price said he was look¬ 
ing forward to seeing the 


hooks reunited again when 
they go on display at Shrop¬ 
shire Museum in Shrews¬ 
bury. 

The 72-year-old said he 
found the hook on his first 
visit to that particular site, 
but had previously uncov¬ 
ered silver coins. 

At a treasure inquest 
held in Shrewsbury, it was 
revealed that the hook, 
which measures 27.5mm by 
17.5mm, dates back to the 
ninth century. The other 
half was discovered in a 
neighbouring field by a dif¬ 
ferent metal detectorist and 
is now owned by the Shrop¬ 
shire Museum. 

Shropshire coroner John 
Ellery declared the find 
to be treasure. It will now 
be valued and some of the 
proceeds will be shared 
between Mr Price and the 
landowner.

Papers in support of the 
bid by applicants J Ross 
Developments Ltd say the 
alterations to the hall, 
parts of which date to the 
late 17th century, are key 
to ensuring its long term 
survival by transforming it 
into a viable private country 
residence. 

A design and access state¬ 
ment submitted by Shrews¬ 
bury planning consultants 
Arrol and Snell Ltd said 
the hall has fallen into dis¬ 
repair. 

The statement says: 
“Many options for a bene¬ 
ficial alternative use were 
explored including division 
into flats, use as a nursing 
home, use as a hotel/coun-

try club and many others, 
but nothing was found ca¬ 
pable of unlocking the nec¬ 
essary capital funding and 
securing the long-term fu¬ 
ture of the hall. 

“Several attempts have 
been made to sell the house 
and grounds in their pres¬ 
ent condition on the open 
market in the hope that an 
investor could be found. 

“Despite marketing the 
property for many years no 
buyer has yet come forward, 
perhaps deterred by the 
enormous amount of repair 
work required and perhaps 
also by the sheer volume of 
the hall itself, making it al¬ 
most untenable as a private 
house.” 

The plans are out for pub¬ 
lic consultation and Shrop¬ 
shire Council hopes to make 
a decision on the bid by Oc¬ 
tober 20.

Mike overcomes his fear 
and replaces stolen cash 


TWO fundraisers raised £1,600 for charity 
by taking part in a zipwire challenge. 

Mike Coppock, who is terrified of heights, 
agreed to take part in the 500ft high zip- 
wire challenge for the Wales Air Ambulance 
after a donation box for the charity was sto¬ 
len from his shop in Oswestry. 

Mr Coppock, 52, of Llansilin and his 
fundraising friend Nicki Maddocks, trav¬ 
elled to the mountains of Snowdonia to take 
on the challenge. 

The zipwire over Penrhyn Quarry is the 
longest and fastest of its kind in Europe and 
daredevils reach speeds of up to lOOmph as 
they zoom along the mile-long wire. 

Mr Coppock said was delighted to have 
completed the fundraiser to make up for 
the loss of the donation tin from his Row- 
anthorn shop in Oswestry. 

The box was tied to the leg of a table in 
the shop on Old Chapel Court, but was cut 
free by the thief in March. 

He said: “At the moment we have about

“We are delighted with the total. 

“It started off very slowly but really 
picked up in recent weeks. 

“To raise that much money in about six 
weeks is fantastic. 

“I said we wanted to raise £1,500 because 
that is how much it costs for the air ambu¬ 
lance to put a flight up but that was more of 
a focus rather than a definitive target.

A MOTHER has criticised a teen book by The Fault In Our Stars au¬ 
thor John Green for its foul language and sexual content, calling for 
a warning to be placed on the book’s cover. 

Karen Oughton, from Montgomery, bought a copy of “Will Grayson, Will 
Grayson” published by Green and David Levithan, for her 11-year-old son. 

But she said she was horrified when he handed the book back saying he did not think it 
was appropriate. 


“I’d bought it from the 
teen department for him 
because he’s been reading 
teen literature for the last 
few years” she said. “I read 
the back cover and flicked 
through a few pages and I 
didn’t see any violence so I 
thought it was all right. 

“Then he came and 
handed it back ashen faced. 

I looked at it again and 
there was the “F word” on 
page two, and on page five 
the characters are talking 
about obscene acts. 

“It’s being aimed at 
13-plus teenagers, but I 
wouldn’t want my son to 
read it when he was 13. I 
would say it’s more suitable 
for 15-plus. Only it’s being 
advertised as a children’s 
book in a lot of shops and 
online, and it’s definitely 
not. 

“There’s nothing on the 
cover to suggest that it 
might not be suitable for 

II or 12 year olds. There 
should be a sexual content 
warning on the cover. You 
have warnings for films and 
games, so why can’t you 
have one for books?” 

Popular 

Will Grayson, Will Gray¬ 
son is a coming-of-age story 
about two teenage boys with 
the same name - one gay 
and one straight - who meet 


in a porn shop. It has proved 
very popular with hundreds 
of thousands of teenage 
readers around the world 
since publication in 2011, 
with reviewers calling it 
“funny, rude and original”, 
“a terrific high-energy tale” 
and “eventful and rude and 
funny and makes you think 
and cry”. 

Tania Vian-Smith, 
spokeswoman for publisher 
Penguin, said: “We are very 
sorry to hear that a parent 
is upset with the content of 
one of our books. We would 
like to clarify that Will 
Grayson, Will Grayson car¬ 
ries a Penguin logo, rather 
than a Puffin logo which is 
our children’s brand. 

“We would expect it to be 
stocked in the teen/young 
adult section of bookshops 
as it is clearly coded on our 
industry systems to book¬ 
sellers as being in the teen¬ 
age category. 

“There is no standard¬ 
ised, industry-wide con¬ 
tent guidance printed on 
books. Many novels aimed 
at teenagers contain mature 
content which may include 
some swearing and/or sex¬ 
ual content.” 


False claim lead to wrong arrest 


A 23-year-old man lied to police about 
his car being stolen after he sold it, 
leading to the innocent buyer being 
arrested, a court heard. 

Jonathan Blake had needed money 
to pay off a drug debt and wanted to 
avoid prosecution for a speeding of¬ 
fence. 

But his false report led to a Wr¬ 
exham man, who was found in pos¬ 
session of the Renault Clio, being 
arrested and remanded on police bail 
for several weeks. 

At Shrewsbury Crown Court Blake 
was given an eight-week prison sen¬ 
tence suspended for a year, after ad¬ 


mitting a charge of perverting the 
course of justice. 

In addition Blake, formerly of Mid¬ 
dleton Road, Oswestry, was ordered to 
complete 80 hours unpaid work. 

Judge Peter Barrie also ordered 
Blake to pay Mr Sean Hardy £800 in 
compensation - £500 for the loss of the 
car and £300 for having been wrongly 
detained by the police. 

The court heard that Blake’s car 
had been caught speeding in Novem¬ 
ber last year and the defendant had 
sold it to an unnamed man for £280 - 
without the vehicle’s documents. 

It was later sold on to Mr Hardy who 


had paid £350 for the car. 

Mr Philip Beardwell, prosecuting, 
said Blake had reported the car stolen 
on November 26 and it was traced to 
an address in Wrexham and Mr Hardy 
was arrested and bailed. 

The car was seized and Blake later 
received a further £200 when he sold 
the car for scrap. Blake informed po¬ 
lice that he had made the false theft 
report. 

Mr Stephen Scully, for Blake, said 
his client had been using cocaine and 
had a dual motive to make the report 
- to avoid getting penalty points on his 
licence and to clear a £300 drug debt.

High summer and

HIGH summer is undoubtedly the sea¬ 
son for insects. You can’t fail to notice 
them wherever you look and whichev¬ 
er habitat you wander through. 

On the buddleia and marjoram there are 
the butterflies, flitting and floating in such 
famous guises as painted ladies, red admirals 
and peacocks. 

By night there are the beetles and the moths, 
bumping softly against windows that show the 
promise of light behind them. 

A walk down to one of north Shropshire’s blessed 
water sources will see you face to face with damsel- 
flies and dragonflies hunting and mating. And on 
hot and humid days there is of course the annual 
tradition of the flying ants. 

All these different species attract their own 
gamut of predators, equally interesting and among 
them they cover most of the major groups of the 
animal kingdom. 

From fish taking the hapless flying insects on the 
water’s surface, to swallows and martins preying 
on the occasional butterfly. 

Hobby 

From bats taking moths on the wing to the ac¬ 
robatics of the hobby in its pursuing of the elusive 
dragonflies. 

And the foragings of hedgehogs, badgers and the 
odd gulp here and there of a toad or frog ending the 
life of a beetle or two. 

As always in nature, find one element of the food 
chain and you become linked to the others too. 

This was happily apparent last week when I was 
attempting to prune the jungle that was my garden 
after my weeks away. 

You wouldn’t perhaps have thought that a very 
noisy hedge trimmer in need of an oil change was 
the best tool one might use to seek out and reveal 
one of the smallest and humblest of our bird spe¬ 
cies, but as I massacred the ivy climbing the trellis, 
I grazed something that was not ivy or trellis.

My attention until now had been absorbed by the 
various insects that flew panic-stricken from the 
leaves; mainly moths. 

But I was not the only danger to insects in this 
part of the garden. 

I looked a little closer and a shape made itself ap¬ 
parent to me; an oblong made mainly from mosses. 
I poked and prodded it gently and then realised it 
was quite warm. It was obviously a nest, but much 
more akin to a long tailed tit’s construction than 
your traditional cupped twig nest. 

There was no apparent entrance hole either but 
I carefully pried open a small aperture in the top 
third and peered in. What looked like five adult 
wrens stared back at me. 

I closed the engineered cavity and stopped my 
trimming immediately. 

I retired inside and watched from behind the 
French windows. I couldn’t quite believe the scene 
for several reasons. I had hardly ever seen a wren 
in the garden, let alone two industrious and clearly 
successful parents. 

I was amazed that those poor chicks had ‘stood 
their ground’ with the presumably terrifying clam¬ 
our of the mechanical shears a few inches from 
their heads. And what were wrens doing raising a 
brood on the cusp of August? 

Either way, within 24 hours they had left the 
nest and for this past week I’ve enjoyed a spring¬ 
time-like aura of new life in the garden once more; 
good news, unless you’re an insect.

Dairy plans 
to be given 
council vote 

A £3 MILLION extension to a dairy is set to get the go- 
ahead despite concerns from some residents. 

Planners have recommended that the plan by Knolton 
Farmhouse Cheese to extend its base on Oswestry Road in 
Overton should be approved. 

The firm wants to extend the dairy’s by-products build¬ 
ing to house milk dryer units, storage and other uses and 
also create a new car park. 

A report by Wrexham Counci planning officers says: 
“The current evaporation plant is used to reduce the water 
content in milk from 

88 Per cent to 65 per cent to produce condensed milk, 
which is then removed from the site in tankers. 

“The proposed building will allow the remaining water 
in the milk that has first been processed in the existing 
evaporation plant to be removed resulting in a milk powder 
being produced. 

“As such the development is for an extension to an exist¬ 
ing plant and process rather than for an entirely new and 
separate production line. “ 

The report says the area’s community council has raised 
objections to the plans including worries about the impact 
the extension would have on traffic. 

Clwyd South MP Susan Elan Jones has also written to 
the council. 

She said: “My constituents have expressed concerns in 
relation to the increased industrialisation of the country¬ 
side as well as noise from a 24-hour process. 

“Some constituents have also asked me to raise concerns 
they have in relation to the visual impact of the proposed 
alterations.” 

And 19 objections have been submitted by the public. 

Concerns include the extension will dominate part of the 
Dee Valley, highway danger. Lack of visibility at the junc¬ 
tion of the B5069 and the A528, additional traffic, illumina¬ 
tion of the proposed car park, worries over noise and odour 
and concern about light pollution. 

Wrexham Council planners have recommended approval 
for the bid as long as certain conditions are met, saying 
it “will secure benefits for the local economy in terms of 
additional jobs as well as the long term competitiveness of 
an established business.”

Taser use 
defended 
by police 
forces 

POLICE in Shropshire and 
Powys have defended their 
taser use as “proportionate, 
necessary and justified” in 
the wake of major concerns 
being raised at a national 
level by a police watchdog. 

Dyfed-Powys Police has 
been highlighted in a re¬ 
port as having the country’s 
lowest use of taser per 100 
officers with two - 26 out 
of 1,120. West Mercia Po¬ 
lice used the stun gun eight 
times per 100 officers - with 
179 total uses out of 2,131 
policemen and women. 

Both forces have re¬ 
sponded after the Inde¬ 
pendent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) raised 
worries at growing taser 
use by police and its use at 
point-blank range, despite 
the tactic being largely re¬ 
moved from officer training. 

Karen Manners, assistant 
chief constable for West 
Mercia Police, said: “All of¬ 
ficers equipped with tasers 
are highly trained.” 

Dyfed-Powys temporary 
Chief Superintendent An¬ 
drew John said all incidents 
where a taser is used are re¬ 
viewed .“The use of taser is 
only justified when officers 
have reason to suppose that 
they may have to protect 
the public, themselves and, 
or the subject at incidents of 
violence or threats of such 
severity that they will need 
to use force.” 


Housing group's apology 
after tenant's rat terror 


RATS are getting into back gardens and com¬ 
munal areas of a sheltered housing complex, 
residents have claimed. 

Elderly tenants say that they are being told they 
will have to fork out £35 for first visits by pest con¬ 


trollers, the figure rising 
its. 

Housing bosses have apol¬ 
ogised for the billing error, 
and say the rat problem is 
being addressed. 

The rodent problem has 
been upsetting the pension¬ 
ers who live in Yorkfields in 
the west of Oswestry, a com¬ 
plex of bungalows. 

Betty Richards, 83, has 
lived at Yorkfields for four 
years and has lived all her 
life in Oswestry. 

Pest controllers visited 
her property free of charge 
and put down poison when 
she reported signs of rat in¬ 
festation adjoining her bun¬ 
galow. 

“The rats had completely 
chewed a brick out at the 
front of the offices at York¬ 
fields, which is right next to 
my bedroom,” she said. 

“I am really scared 
that they are going to get 
through into the bedroom. 

“I can also hear them run¬ 
ning and scrabbling behind 
the wall in the bathroom 
and have seen their shadows

running the other side of my 
fence. 

“Now my neighbours who 
have complained have had 
letters saying that they will 
have to pay a fee of £35 for 
one visit by the pest control 
people. After that the cost 
rises to £70. 

“We shouldn’t be charged 
as it is the council’s prop¬ 
erty not our own.” 

Chris Shepherd, neigh¬ 
bourhoods manager at 
Shropshire Towns & Rural 
Housing, which manages 
the properties, said: “Fol¬ 
lowing reports of rats in the 
wall cavity at Yorkfields we 
asked Shropshire Council’s 
pest control officers to visit 
the area. I’m happy to say 
that the rats have now been 
successfully treated and the 
cavity sealed. 

“We did ask the tenant 
to pay the bill for the pest 
control work, but she will 
be fully reimbursed and we 
have apologised.”

As performance bargains go, the 
Australians have it all sewn up 
in this practical performance car 
with its origins from Down Under. 

Vauxhall has been selling VXR8s in 
the UK for some years now and the 
best bit of news is that each iteration 
is more powerful than before. Closely 
based on an HSV (the performance 
arm of Holden in Australia), the VXR8 
delivers a calculator-busting 576bhp 
from its 6.2-litre supercharged V8, mak¬ 
ing it the cheapest car you can buy new 
with over 500bhp - and considerably 
less than similarly-powered rivals. 

To go with that, there is a sharp new ex¬ 
terior with more vents and grilles to keep 
everything cool, upgraded brakes and clev¬ 
er new dampers that allow a broad range of 
adjustment. And on the inside there’s an up¬ 
dated cabin with some smart new features. 

Image 

Compared to some of the sophisticated 
European opposition, the VXR8 can look a 
bit... well, obvious. Finished in a vibrant or¬ 
ange hue, the big rear wing, fat wheel arch¬ 
es and bright LED rear lights make it hard to 
miss. But more subtle colours tone it down a 
little especially when you factor in the black 
wheels, and there’s no doubt that the shape 
is dripping with menace. 

To those in the know, the VXR8 badge 
means serious performance, and those 
who don’t will be too busy trying to read the 
badge on the rump as you disappear into 
the distance in a haze of tyre smoke; its im¬ 
age is a strong point. 

Space and practicality - If you need to 
justify the VXR8 to your better half (whoev¬ 
er that might be), then it’s certainly on your 
side. 

The long wheelbase means there’s stacks 
of room on the inside and near-limousine 
levels of legroom, while the boot is also a 
very healthy 496 litres. The cabin is decent 
but not exceptional in quality, but there are 
plenty of toys including a very comprehen¬ 
sive data system within the touchscreen. 

The seats are worthy of a special mention 
too; supportive and extremely comfortable, 
they are perfect for long distances. 

The VXR8 is clearly a high-performance 
machine, but the large capacity V8 means 
it can do comfortable cruising too. With so 
much torque, you can bumble around in a 
high gear and it’s surprisingly quiet when 
you’re taking it easy. 


But it really comes into its own when you 
stretch that glorious 6.2-litre motor. The 
noise is fantastic, though it could be louder 
still, and the way it pulls so hard in every sin¬ 
gle gear is incredible. 

It dominates the experience and is all the 
better for it. 

Despite its size, it is controlled and ca¬ 
pable when you’re pressing on and even 
though all that power is going through the 
rear wheels alone, traction is excellent. Yet if 
you want to play the hooligan it will do that 
too. 

You get the impression that the VXR8 is on 
your side and wants to have fun too. 

Value for money: It’s hard to argue that 
the VXR8 is anything other than great val¬ 
ue for money. The figures tell one story; an 
electronically limited 155mph, 0-62mph in 
4.2 seconds and that 576bhp for £54,499. 


There’s a big touchscreen with sat-nav, a 
good audio system, the very comprehensive 
data logger plus the things that everyone 
can enjoy like leather seats and dual zone 
climate control. 

Who would buy one? Anyone smart 
enough to look beyond the badge of more 
expensive rivals. 

The VXR8 is a refreshingly honest and un¬ 
pretentious car in a segment where way too 
much prominence is given to the roundel on 
the front. As well as a performance car, you 
get a perfectly serviceable family car too, al¬ 
though you’ll need a few quid to keep it full 
of fuel of course. 

This car summed up in a single word: 
Strewth! 

If this car was a...: meal it would be bang¬ 
ers and mash. Honest and simple but when 
done properly still immensely satisfying.

Plan ahead and you 
can come fly with glee 

It’s that time of the year which some parents dread - 
summer holidays. Six weeks of constant entertainment for 
the kids. While the mere thought might fill the average par¬ 
ent with terror, the rest of us may enviously wish we had 
six weeks off from our daily routine. 

Alas, there is some good news that comes with the 
school holidays (apart from the quieter roads), that is - 
you guessed it - a summer holiday. So this year, as you 
prepare to drive to the airport - as well as making the 
checks for your passport, insurance, ticket, spare time to 
check your vehicle is ready for the journey too. Remem¬ 
ber, a little preparation goes a long way. 

You should do a thorough check of your vehicle before 
the big day, including fluid levels, tyres, mirrors and win¬ 
dows - you’ll be on a tight schedule on the day, so the last 
thing you need is a breakdown. 

Make sure you pack your luggage into the boot. If you 
do need to put some belongings on the back seats, make 
sure they do not obstruct your view out of the rear window 
and secure them in place. 

Leave in plenty of time - if you feel rushed on your way 
to the airport then you are likely to make silly mistakes or 
even creep over the speed limit. 

Plan your route to the airport the day before, and check 
travel reports for disruption before you set off. 

Make sure you get plenty of sleep the night before you 
travel to ensure you’re alert from the very beginning of the 
journey. And if you have to travel a good distance to get to 
the airport, leave enough time to schedule in a rest stop to 
fight the onset of fatigue. 

When parking up at the airport, try to find an area which 
is not too crowded - the fewer cars around you, the less 
chance there is of someone clipping your vehicle with 
their luggage. Nobody wants to return from a relaxing hol¬ 
iday to a damaged vehicle. 

The last thing you need on the day you start your hol¬ 
iday is unwanted stress from a lack of preparation and a 
shortage of time. Preparing yourself and your vehicle be¬ 
fore the big day and setting off nice and early will remove 
the obstacles to you taking full advantage of duty free. 

Casualties increase 
in 20mph zones 

The number of serious accidents on 20mph roads in¬ 
creased by over a quarter last year, according to analysis 
of government data by road safety charity, Institute of Ad¬ 
vanced Motorists. 

In the same year, there was a decrease in the number of 
serious and slight accidents on 30mph roads and 40 mph 
roads. Serious accidents went down nine per cent on 
30mph roads and seven per cent on 40 mph roads. There 
was a five per cent reduction in slight accidents on 30 mph 
roads and a three per cent decrease on 40 mph roads. 

Casualties in 20mph zones also saw a rise. Serious 
casualties increased by 29 per cent while slight casualties 
went up by 19 per cent. 

1AM chief executive Simon Best said: “The government 
and councils need to take stock on the effectiveness of 
20mph signs. Recent advice, guidance and relaxation of 
regulations has all been about making it easier for coun¬ 
cils to put 20mph limits in place. 

“More and more roads are being given a 20mph limit 
but they do not seem to be delivering fewer casualties. 
The 1AM are concerned that this is because simply putting 
a sign on a road that still looks like a 30mph zone does not 
change driver behaviour. More evaluation and research is 
needed into the real world performance of 20mph limits 
to ensure limited funds are being well spent. In locations 
with a proven accident problem, authorities need to spend 
more on changing the character of our roads so that 
20mph is obvious, self-enforcing and above all contributes 
to fewer injuries. In Europe, it is long term investment in 
high quality segregated or shared surfaces that have led 
to a much safer environment for cyclists and pedestrians.”

There’s not a lot wrong to report 
about the new Skoda Octavia 
Estate - in fact I would go as far 
as to say it’s the best car I have 
driven this year. 

And that’s no idle claim with close 
on 40 vehicles tested so far. 

On test was the 2.0TDi Elegance, offer¬ 
ing exceptional versatility, a massive boot, 
spacious interior and any amount of prac¬ 
tical touches. 

Based on the same platform as the new 
Golf Estate the Skoda uses the same en¬ 
gines and when it goes head-to-head with 
its main opposition the Ford Focus Estate 
and Vauxhall Astra Sports Tourer it definite¬ 
ly comes out on top. 

You can pick from three trim levels, 
but even entry-level S models come well- 
equipped. 

While the Elegance version on test gets 
satellite-navigation, dual-zone climate con¬ 
trol and leather upholstery. 

Octavia Estate is exactly the same length 
as the hatch at 4,659mm, but styling means 
the long rear overhang looks great and the 
only other difference between hatch and 
estate is the addition of roof rails. 

Inside the cabin a variety of soft-touch 
materials and a standard touch-screen in¬ 
fotainment system offer a classy feel. 

You’ll go a long way to find a car that 
makes you feel as comfortable or as quick¬ 
ly at home behind the wheel. 

There’s a Driver Profile system, which 
adjusts engine and steering response ac¬ 


cording to which mode you’ve selected 
(Eco, Normal, Sport or Individual). 

This Skoda is surprisingly and notably 
composed and gives the driver plenty of 
confidence at speed or on winding coun¬ 
try roads thanks to well weighted steering, 
good grip and impressive brakes. 

Some might find the drive a little firm 
around town but there is no doubt about 
the credentials once you’re on the open 
road. 

With the rear seats up, the boot is vast 
and offers a huge 610 litres of luggage 
space. 

Enormous 

Folding the rear seats creates an enor¬ 
mous load bay. 

There’s plenty of room for five on board 
and even six footers commented on how 
much head room there was in the back. 
Rear vision was also surprisingly good. 

The six-speed manual gearbox is 
smooth and helps you achieve an average 
of 67.3mpg on the combined cycle while 
emitting only 1 lOg/km of emissions. 

The car is no slouch either, meaning you 
need to keep an eye on the speedometer 
with 0-62mph in 8.6seconds and a top 
speed of 134mph. 

It’s a good looking car too, sitting on 17” 
alloys, which come complete with anti-theft 
bolts. 

If value for money is what you are 
looking for consider what you get for the 
£23,115 price tag. 

The touch screen infotainment system is 
standard on the Elegance as are Bluetooth, 
DAB radio, a driver fatigue sensor, climate

control, hill hold control, a stop-start en¬ 
gine system, leather upholstery, electric 
door mirrors, rain sensor, cruise control 
and an intelligent high bean system. 

Metallic paint, an upgraded satellite nav¬ 
igation system, a temporary space spare 
wheel and a parking assist system pushed 


the price of the test car up to £25,015. 

Safety is high on Skoda’s agenda too 
with seven airbags and a fatigue sensor 
which quickly alerts drowsy drivers. 

This is no run-of-the-mill Skoda. The 
Octavia Estate is up there with the best in 
sector.

WHEN renovating a property, it’s 
tempting to rip everything out and 
start from scratch - but it’s a temp¬ 
tation you should resist, not just for 
your wallet, but for the environment 
too. 

Because new isn’t always best, espe¬ 
cially in period properties, and with a bit 
of thought, there will always be things 
you could keep, restore and upcycle, and 
remember that original features, even 
if they’re not in mint condition, will in¬ 
stantly add value and character. 

Filler, sandpaper and paint can transform all 
sorts of things that seem beyond repair. 

If you do have to throw out things, be sure 
to recycle what you can (but don’t expect 
tradespeople to - on countless occasions, I’ve 
rescued recycling that tradesmen have binned 
in skips). 

Local authority tips (and doorstep collec¬ 
tions) take all sorts of things these days - 
some even accept paint, which should never 
be poured down the plughole to dispose of. 
Another option is Community RePaint, a Du- 
lux-sponsored scheme that collects leftover 
paint for charities and voluntary and commu¬ 
nity groups to use - visit communityrepaint. 
org.uk to find out more. 

Recyclable 

It does, of course, help to buy DIY tools and 
materials that aren’t over-packaged. 

Look for packaging that’s easily recyclable, 
such as cardboard and metal, rather than plas¬ 
tic, and for packaging that contains recycled 
content. 

Did you know, for example, that there’s 
an alternative to plastic paint trays? Website 
eshop.ecoezeeshop.com sells trays (£1.50 each) 
made from recycled waste material, which can 
be reused without being washed out. 

If you’re looking for environmentally 
friendly paints, there are plenty of specialist 
brands on the market, as well as mainstream 
options - try Crown Earth Balance Emulsion 
(£16 for 2.51tr, B&Q, or three 2.51tr tins for 
£30 on all Crown 2.51tr emulsions). 

B&Q also sells NaturePaint (£19.98 for 
lkg of powder, which makes 2.51tr of emul¬ 
sion), which is made in Cornwall using locally 
sourced ingredients. 

Drying 

For wood, metal and priming or undercoat¬ 
ing, water-based paints contain fewer harmful 
VOCs (volatile organic compounds) than sol- 
vent-based ones and are nicer to use, too. 

As well as drying much quicker than sol- 
vent-based paints, enabling you to do several 
coats in a day, water-based paints give off 
fewer fumes and are easier to get off your skin, 
clothes and anything else you drop them on. 

Another big advantage of white water-based 
wood and metal paints is that they won’t yel¬ 
low, but solvent-based ones will, sometimes in 
no time at all. 

Just as you should consider food miles when 
doing your weekly shop, you should also con¬ 
sider where your DIY products come from. 

This obviously depends on your budget, as 
sourcing locally can be more expensive, but, for 
example, buying wooden worktops and flooring 
sourced from Britain is better for the planet 
than buying them from abroad, as long as the 
wood was responsibly grown. To ensure wood 
is sustainable, look for the FSC (Forest Stew¬ 
ardship Council) logo. All B&Q’s wood and 
paper products are traceable back to sources 
independently verified as well-managed and 
meeting legal, social and environmental stand¬ 
ards - a fantastic achievement. 


Never forget to use websites like eBay and 
Freecycle too, both full of pre-owned items 
with lots of life left in them, whether it’s ra¬ 
diators, fireplaces, floorboards, furniture or 
kitchen units and appliances. Buy and sell (or 
just give away for free) to your heart’s content. 

Product of the week 

Two-part wood fillers, which comprise filler 
and hardener you mix together, aren’t very us¬ 
er-friendly because it’s difficult to get the mix 
right. Polycell has come up with a solution to 
this problem by creating new Polycell Polyfilla 
for Wood Large Repairs (from £9.99, Home- 
base). This is a two-part filler, but instead of 
trying to measure out a little hardener to add 
to the filler, you mix the same amount of filler 
and hardener, making it easier to get right. 

The filler dries quickly and is very strong, 
so it can be drilled and screwed into, but it 
shouldn’t shrink or crack over time because 


nor ones, and can even be used on rotten wood, 
although you’ll need to deal with the rot first. 

Badly decayed wood can be saved with the 
right products, and this is just the filler for the 
job. 

How to tip 

If you have wet-rot damaged wood to repair, 
scrape out the majority of the soft, rotten wood 
and then liberally apply a wood-hardening liq¬ 
uid - Polycell and Ronseal both do one - so it 
saturates the wood and makes it rock hard, 
really for filling and painting. Use a filler suit¬ 
able for rotten wood, such as my Product of 
the Week, Polycell Polyfilla for Wood Large 
Repairs. 

Get quotes 

If you don’t go down the DIY route look for 


proper partners and builders, but don’t give 
them an easy time. 

Get three quotes for each job and references 
from previous clients. Follow up by asking how 
much work each firm has on at the moment. 
This is a coded message for “How quickly can 
you get around to me?” 

Draw up a written agreement regarding how 
long the project will take and what it will cost. 
Keep back five per cent for snagging work once 
the job is done. 

Unprofessional builders will hassle you for 
the money at this point. At the end of this six- 
month period, though, at their cost and not 
yours, they are obliged to fix any problems. 

Build a loft 

The easiest way to get an extra bedroom or 
bathroom is to build a loft. It’s not particularly 
disruptive, either, as most of the work can be 
done from outside. 


However, it’s not just a matter of plonking 
another floor on top of the house, and another 
£50,000 on the asking price. 

Easy access to the space is essential as is 
standing height once you are up there. Re¬ 
member that if floor joists have to be inserted 
they can reduce the floor-to-ceiling height. 

Loft conversions cost around £30,000 up¬ 
wards. 

Think about others 

You may love the vibrant combination of 
pink and yellow, but when you are decorating 
with a view to selling, opt for less controver¬ 
sial colours. Buyers want your house, not your 
taste. 

The same rule applies if you are renting out 
a property. It’s your job to create a space that a 
stranger can make their own.In a kitchen, you 
can’t go wrong with mid-oak-coloured cabinets 
and a dark, grey granite worktop.

Double gold forTitans swimmer 


ELLESMERE College Titans swimmer 
Chris Walker-Hebborn smashed the 
Commonwealth Games record after 
storming to the 100m backstroke title 
in Glasgow. 

And he made it a double on Tuesday, 
helping England win the men’s medley 
relay in a Games record time of 3.31.51. 

The 24-year-old had also set a new 
Games best of 53.30 seconds in the heat 
of his individual backstroke event and, 
despite finishing third in his semi-final, 
powered home in the final by again 
smashing the Games record to take gold 
for England in a stunning 53.12 seconds. 

Australian Mitch Larkin claimed sil¬ 
ver in 53.59, while Walker-Hebborn’s 
England team-mate Liam Tancock and 


Josh Beaver, also of Australia, shared 
the bronze medal. 

It was a dominant performance at 
Tollcross National Swimming Centre 
from Walker-Hebborn who admitted he 
was “speechless” when interviewed. 

“I’m over the moon, a bit emotional 
to be honest,” he said. “I did it when it 
mattered, and I had a few things up my 
sleeve. I’m buzzing, and it helps when 
you see your squad is doing so well.” 

In April 2011, Walker-Hebborn joined 
the Ellesmere College Titans swimming 
team, where he swam in the National 
Arena League and other competitions, 
and helped with coaching. 

Currently based at the University of 
Bath, he missed out on a second medal 


on Sunday after finishing fourth in the 
final of the men’s 50m backstroke in 
25.14 seconds. 

Matt Ellis, a former Welshpool High 
School pupil, and pilot Ieuan Williams, 
secured bronze in the men’s para-cyc- 
ling 1000m time trial B2 tandem at the 
Commonwealth Games Veladrome. 

And Ellis, a partially blind cyclist who 
grew up in Trewern, and Williams just 
missed out on bronze in the men’s sprint 
B2 tandem, half a wheel separating the 
pair from their Australian opponents.
